Jew Refugees From Germany 


Spend Gal a Ni ght In U. S. 


Baltimore, Jan. IO (ZP) — A 
boatload of German Jew refu ­ 
g ees prepared to sail for Sou th 
America and new homes today 
after a nig ht in the United 
States g leefu lly spent at the 
mov ies and in restau rants. 
“Since early Nov ember,” com­ 
mented one, “Jews hav e not 
been allowed in mov ing pictu re 
theaters, cafes or restau rants in 
Germany .” 
Practically all of the 143 ex ­ 
iles, who carefu lly av oided g iv ­ 
ing their name to q u estioners, 
were g ranted landing passes aft­ 
er the Chilean steamer Imperial 
dock ed for a one-nig ht stay . 
Permitted to leav e Germany , 
bu t with few possessions, they 
are on their way to Peru , Chile, 
Boliv ia and Colombia, cou ntries 
they said had g ranted them en­ 
trance prov iding they had some 
fu nds. 
The liner was schedu led to sail 
this afternoon for New York , 
from where it will continu e to 
Sou th America. 
Many of the ex iles cou ld speak 
Eng lish, and most of their re-

The common conception of a 
hobo is a beg g ar, Mr. Dav is said, 
as he rev iewed his interesting ex ­ 
periences, hav ing been forced on 
the road by economic conditions 
when a ju nior in hig h school 
and hav ing become a hobo before 
he realized it.

Frank fu rter's 
Appointment Is 
Under Protest 


Six Objections Already Made 
to Senate Su b-committee 
Ov er Roosev elt’s Cou rt 
Selection. 


Washing ton, Jan. 
IO 
(ZP)—A 
senate su bcommittee considered 
a half dozen protests today 
ag ainst the Su preme Cou rt nom­ 
ination of Felix Frank fu rter, Lib­ 
eral Harv ard law professor and a 
New Deal adv iser. 
The inv estig ating g rou p ag reed 
to hear sev eral witnesses who 
hav e objected to the nomination 
and to receiv e a report on Frank ­ 
fu rter’s q u alifications from Dean 
G. Acheson, Washing ton attor­ 
ney . 
Frank fu rter declined an in­ 
v itation to attend the hearing at 
10:30 a. rn. eastern standard 
time, say ing he had no wish to 
testify as to his own q u alifica­ 
tions and wou ld prefer not to 
leav e his classwork at Harv ard. 
There hav e been no objections 
to 
Frank fu rter’s 
nomination 
from 
su bcommittee 
members, 
bu t sev eral ex pressed a wish to 
q u estion him on his attitu de to­ 
ward the Roosev elt cou rt bill, 
shelv ed by the senate in 19 37. 
Frank fu rter once denied au ­ 
thorship of the measu re, bu t 
nev er made a definite statem ent 
as to whether he approv ed it. 
Another Roosev elt nomination 
—that of Frank Mu rphy for at­ 
torney g eneral—came u p 
for 
consideration this afternoon be­ 
fore a second senate su bcommit­ 
tee. 
Mu rphy , former Michig an g ov ­ 
ernor, has ex p ressed willing ness 
to tell the su bcommittee abou t 
his handling of sit-down strik es. 
Sev eral committeemen hav e said 
they wou ld lik e to hear his testi­ 
mony . 
Mu rphy was defeated for re­ 
election last fall. Senator Bridg ­ 
es (R-NH) has contended his 
appointment 
demonstrates 
a 
White Hou se policy “of naming 
‘lame du ck s* to im portant posi­ 
tions.” 
Bridg es also has objected to 
the nomination of former Sena­ 
tor James P. Pope of Idaho to be 
a director of the TVA. Pope, a 
consistent administration su p­ 
porter, was defeated in the Dem­ 
ocratic primary . 
There hav e been reports that 
two other administration su p­ 
porters beaten in senate cam­ 
paig ns wou ld be g iv en im portant 
appointments. 
Former Senator Fred Brown 
of New Hampshire has been 
mentioned for comptroller g en­ 
eral, and reliable informants 
hav e said farmer Rep. Dav id 
Lewis of Mary land m ig ht be 
named to the National Labor Re­ 
lations Board if the appointment

Search For Insane

Chicag o, Jan. IO (ZP) — A re­ 
port that three escaped criminal 
maniacs from Ohio were seen on 
the sou th side intensified the 
police search for the trio in the 
Chicag o area today . 
The men at larg e are Frank 
Haines, 36 , a former Chicag oan 
and leader of the trio; William 
Blatz, a nativ e of Maine, and 
Marion Pierce, Neg ro, of Indi­ 
anapolis. 
They and Ru ssell Nu ck els and 
Willard Bru ek s escaped from the 
Lima state hospital for the crim­ 
inal insane on New Year’s day . 
The latter two were recaptu red. 
Albert Gag e, 35, a Neg ro chau f­ 
feu r, told police he was threat­ 
ened by two white men and a 
Neg ro who forced him to pu sh

One of the white men, Gag e 
said, held a shotg u n ag ainst him 
while he pu shed the stalled au ­ 
tomobile with his car. The g u n­ 
man, he added, ask ed him if he 
k new a Policeman Gibbons. 
Police Serg eant Redmond Gib­ 
bons and Policeman Lou is Olsen 
captu red Haines in 19 31 and the 
latter repu tedly has sworn to 
k ill them and his former wife.

Fresh Deb a te 


W ashington, Jan . 9 (A*)— The 
twin questions of future WPA 
sp ending and p ast relief adm in ­ 
istration aroused fresh debate 
today in congressional commit­ 
tees. 
In the house, an ap p rop ria­ 
tions 
subcommittee 
ap p eared 
ben t on trim m ing down Presi­ 
den t Roosev elt’s estim ate th at 
an additional $8 75,000,000 would 
be necessary to op erate the WPA 
un til Jun e 30. 
The subcommittee called May ­ 
or F. H. LaGuardia of New York, 
WPA A dm inistrator F. C. H ar­ 
rington, Dav id Lasser of the 
W orkers’ Alliance, an d Ralp h 
Hetzel of the CIO. The latter or­ 


ganization seeks a $1,000,000,000 
ap p rop riation. 
Across the cap itol, the senate 
commerce committee took up 
H arry Hop kins’ nom ination for 
secretary of commerce. 
Committee members indicated 
they 
would question 
Hop kins 
about how relief was handled 
when he was the WPA adm inis­ 
trator. 
They also wanted his 
views on the rep ort of the sen ­ 
ate camp aign ex p enditures com­ 
m ittee, declaring relief funds had 
been div erted for p olitical p ur­ 
p oses. 
Relief p roblems also were un - 
>d er consideration by the senate 
unemp loy ment committee, which 
is try ing to dev elop some state- 
by -state formula for distribution 
of 
funds. 
The 
arran gem en t 
would be designed to strip the 
WPA adm in istration of most dis­ 
cretionary p owers. 
Some committee members said 
ultim ately it m ight be necessary 
to set up a form of direct dole 
instead of work relief. This, they 
added, would be bulwarked by a 
job-creating p ublic works p ro­ 
gram. 
Besides relief, sev eral other 
controv ersies were dev elop ing in 
both house an d senate. Chair­ 
m an Dies (D-Tex ) of the house 
committee on unAmerican ac­ 
tiv ities called on the adm inis­ 
tration to “quit p ussy footing” 
an d make known its attitude to­ 
ward continuing the inquiry for 
two y ears with a $150,000 ap p ro­ 
p riation. 
Some adm in istration sp okes­ 
men hav e op p osed gran tin g the 
money , but hav e conceded th at 
Dies has considerable sup p ort. 
There were indications th a t an 
effort m ight be made to reduce 
the requested ap p rop riation an d 
limit the committee to an addi­ 
tional four months. 
In the senate* a judiciary sub­ 
committee will hear testimony 
tomorrow on the qualifications 
of Felix Fran kfurter to be a su­ 
p reme court justice.

Republican represen tatives, re­ 
stored to power in last Novem­ 
ber’s election , had read y a meas­ 
ure to repeal the so-called “ “rip­ 
per” govern men t reorgan ization 
bill Paul V. McNutt put through 
when he was govern or in 1933. 
This act took n umerous ap­ 
poin tive privileges away from 
other state officials an d gave 
them to the govern or. The Re­ 
publican s would put them back 
where they were in the first 
place. Besid es this, the G. O. P. 
house majority plan s an effort to 
make the attorn ey gen eral’s post 
elective in stead of appoin tive. 
A Democratic sen ajtor—John 
Bright Webb of In d ian apolis— 
plan n ed to in trod uce bill to d o 
away with the con ven tion system 
of n omin atin g Un ited States 
sen ators an d all state officials, 
through which party officials 
have ex ercised large con trol, an d 
restore the d irect primary, aban ­ 
d on ed IO years ago.

Jo h n 
Bu ll’s trad e o v er th ere, o f co u rse, is man y times 
larger th an o u rs. In o rd er to get aid , it is ap p ar­

Th e o th er n in ety - 
fiv e p er cen t is en titled to so me co n sid eratio n . 
It is mo re th an p o ssible th a t if th e ad m in istra­ 
tio n were to sp en d mo re time seekin g way s to 
bo lster bu sin ess an d resto re co n fid en ce at h o me 
an d less in p lay in g San ta Clau s abro ad with p ro ­ 
p o sed lo an s, cred its an d p acts “makin g th e wo rld 
safe fo r d emo cracy ,” we wo u ld h av e better bu si­ 
n ess in th e y ear 19 39 . 
At least it is wo rth try in g. An d wh en Co n gress 
co n v en es again it will be reassu rin g to th e co u n ­ 
try ii th e far-sigh ted statesm en in th at bo d y o u t­ 
lin e su ch a co u rse an d ex p ress th eir co n v ictio n s 
in term s th a t will carry weigh t with th e ad m in is­ 
tratio n an d th e co u n try a t large.

ing country life,” Coleman de­ 
clared. 
“Since the enactm ent of the 
ex tension law in 19 13,” the state 
leader added, “it has been the 
p olicy of Purdue university not 
to attem p t to force an agent in­ 
to a county , but rather to assist 
in creating a sentim ent among 
the p eop le tha t would demand 
an organized service. 
“The am endm ents to the law 
by the General Assembly of 19 37 
have done much to stabilize the 
work . The develop ment of the 
AAA during the p ast five y ears 
has forcefully brought to the 
front many p roblems effecting 
the conservation and imp rove­ 
m ent of soil fertility and related 
elements of successful farming. 
In this work the Indiana ex ten­ 
sion service has p lay ed an im ­ 
p ortant and highly ap p reciated 
p art.” 
Director Coleman has been In­ 
diana’s only 
state 
leader 
of 
county agents during nearly 26 
y ears, having served in tha t p o­ 
sition p robably longer than any 
p erson in a similar p osition in 
any other state.
